Center’s first class on permaculture

he Mendocino Ecological 

Learning Center is holding its 

first weekend class this 

weekend, hoping to teach 

locals the principles of 
permaculture. 

Maximilian Myers, who runs MELC 
with his wife, Maria Luis Guerra-Myers, 
have been working on their permaculture 
house in the hills east of Willits since 
2002. 

The entire structure, from gardens to 
greenhouse to cob oveOn to chicken-run 
all serve as living, growing composting 
examples of what Myers hopes to teach 
others. 

“We use a lot of these as teaching 
tools,” Myers said, indicating gardens, 
shower and other permaculture operations. 

There were six people attending the 
class on Friday, though Myers said 25 had 
registered through the weekend. 

The program is patterned on a longer 
class that MELC has been running for a 
couple of years that brings people from 
around the world to learn sustainable 
living and work on various projects.

“We wanted to do something for the 
locals,” Guerra-Myers said. 

Myers said he has been surprised to 
discover it has been easier to get people 
from far away to come to MELC than to 
get people who live just down the road or 
in the next town. 

This weekend’s attendees will have an 
opportunity to learn about natural 
building, organic farming, water 
conservation and the use of waste water, 
all of which are practiced on site. 

On a tour of the facility, Myers 


explained the process of “sheet mulching,” 
whereby newspaper and cardboard are laid 
down and covered with organic material 
like straw and rotted grain to make 
compost and soil for plants. 

The process has allowed Myers to grow 
a wide variety of plants on what is 
otherwise inhospitable soil. 

The process also retards the growth of 
weeds, Myers said. 

In another patch, he showed attendees 
what he hopes all his gardens will look 
like someday. 

He calls the garden a “guild,” a group 
of plants that all work together in some 
way. On the east side of his property, 
Myers has planted several plants that do 
not burn well to act as a fire-break. 
Interspersed among these plants are others 
that can break down the soil for minerals 
and later be used as a mulch that 
redistributes those nutrients. 

Some plants drive away harmful insects 
while others attract beneficial ones. 

“Everything here has one function and 
supports another function,” Myers said.

Local doctors in their 70s 
outnumber those in their 30s

The problem of a diminishing number of 
qualified doctors in Mendocino County was 
the subject of a panel discussion Friday at 
the Mendocino County Department of 
Public Health. 

The pending deficiency was discussed at 
length at the monthly Mendocino County 
Public Health Advisory Board meeting. 

Dr. Andy Coren, one of the scheduled 
speakers, said the financial plight of physi- 
cians should be of interest to anyone who is 
concerned with health care in the county. 

“I know it sounds odd for a doctor to start 
whining about how they’re not being paid 
enough,” he said. “What we’re facing 
though is the fact that not as many people 
are becoming doctors as we need, and finan- 
cial reasons have a lot to do with that.” 

Coren said doctors are faced with the 
reality of having to turn away some patients 
for fear of not being adequately compensat- 
ed. 

“I know some doctors who won’t treat 
patients who are on MediCal,” he said. 
“They know that they won’t get reimbursed 
at cost for some of the things, like vaccines, 
that they prescribe. They price it differently 
than I could because I don’t buy, say, 6 bil- 
lion doses of a vaccine.” 

Robert Faulk, director of the Mendo-Lake 
Medical Society, said the county, and Ukiah 
in particular, used to be in a rare location in 
the medical community. 

“Mendocino County used to be in a 
unique position for a rural community of 
this size,” he said. “When we still had the 
mental health facility here in town where 
doctors trained and while they were here 
they liked our environment so much that 
they decided to stay.” 

Faulk said the state puts little emphasis 
on training new doctors, and that the gap 
between the number of vacant positions and 
willing candidates will only widen as time 
goes on. 

“We did a survey of local doctors, asking 
age alone, and the number of them in their 
70s is outweighing the number of them in 
their 30s,” he said. 

Judith Dolan, MCPHAB member and 
Director of the Anderson Valley Health 
Center, said the paperwork doctors deal with 
takes up increasingly more time that is not 
spent with patients. 

“At my job, I have to deal with 157 dif- 
ferent insurance companies,” she said. “It’s 
hard for me to talk about this because the 
bureaucracy I have to deal with is ridicu- 
lous.”

Firefighters train today at dam 


Smoke expected throughout area

Several local fire departments will participate in a 
live fire joint training exercise between 9 a.m. and 1 
p.m. today at Coyote Valley Dam at Lake 
Mendocino. 

Firefighters from CalFire, the Ukiah Valley Fire 
District, the Ukiah Fire Department, the Hopland 
Fire Department, the Redwood Valley-Calpella Fire 
Department and the Potter Valley Fire Department, 
as well as representatives from the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers, will participate in the exercise. 

The exercise is to train local firefighters using an 
actual controlled vegetation fire on the face of 
Coyote Dam. Flames and smoke are expected to be 


visible throughout both the Ukiah and Redwood val- 
leys. 

If there is any indication that the burn cannot be 
conducted in a safe manner, due to high winds or 
local fire activity, the exercise will be canceled. 

In addition to providing training, the controlled 
burn will also help the Corps of Engineers by 
removing vegetation from the face of the dam, mak- 
ing it easier for the corps to perform its annual earth- 
quake inspection. 

Spectators are allowed to come and watch local 
fire crews work, but are asked to park at the Fish 
Hatchery near the bottom of the dam and drive care- 
fully because there will be many other cars and 
pedestrians in the area. 


N. county crash injures 2

Alcohol is believed to have been a 
factor in a single-vehicle accident on 
Branscomb Road Friday morning that 
left two Laytonville residents with 
major injuries. 

According to reports from the 
California Highway Patrol, Joseph 
Shelton, and Timothy Bennett, both 19, 
were westbound on Branscomb Road 
in a 2001 Ford Mustang at around 1 
a.m. Friday. 

The driver, Shelton, was driving at 
an estimated speed in excess of 60 


mph, according to CHP reports. 

Due to his high rate of speed, 
Shelton was unable to make the moder- 
ate right curve on Branscomb Road 
near Reservation Road and drove off 
the south edge of the roadway, accord- 
ing to CHP reports.

Defense secretary says he hopes U.S. 
can cut troops to 100,000 by end of 2008 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Defense Secretary Robert Gates on 
Friday raised the possibility of cutting U.S. troop levels in Iraq 
to 100,000 by the end of next year, well beyond the cuts 
President Bush has approved. 

Stressing that he was expressing his hope, not an adminis- 
tration plan, Gates said it was possible conditions in Iraq could 
improve enough to merit much deeper troop cuts than are cur- 
rently scheduled for 2008. 

Asked at a news conference whether he was referring to 
going from today’s level of about 169,000 to about 100,000 
U.S. troops by the end of next year, Gates replied, “That would 
be the math.” 

It was the first time a member of Bush’s war cabinet had 
publicly suggested such deep reductions, although many in 
Congress have pushed hard for big cuts to begin bringing the 
war to a conclusion. 

Bush announced Thursday that he had approved a plan rec- 
ommended by Gen. David Petraeus, the top U.S. commander in 
Iraq, to reduce troop levels from the current 20 combat brigades 
to 15 brigades by July. Gates said it was too early for Petraeus 
or others to forecast with confidence any additional cuts. 


Some 1,500 mourners vow revenge 
at funeral of leader of Sunni revolt 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Some 1,500 mourners called for 
revenge Friday as they buried the leader of the Sunni revolt 
against al-Qaida, who was assassinated by a bomb after meet- 
ing with President Bush earlier this month. 

An al-Qaida front in Iraq claimed responsibility for the blast 
that killed Adbul-Sattar Abu Risha, 37, and three companions. 
A statement posted on the Internet by the Islamic State of Iraq 
called Abu Risha “one of the dogs of Bush” and described 
Thursday’s killing as a “heroic operation that took over a month 
to prepare.” 

The statement could not be independently verified, but it 
appeared on Web sites commonly used by the insurgents. Al- 
Qaida earlier killed four of Abu Risha’s brothers and six other 
relatives for working with the U.S. military. 

In Diyala province, meanwhile, a bomb exploded near a U.S. 
military vehicle on Friday, killing four American soldiers, the 
U.S. command said. They were the first American deaths 
reported in Iraq since Monday. 

Many al-Qaida fighters were believed to have shifted to 
Diyala after Abu Risha’s tribal fighters helped drive them out of 
their sanctuaries in Anbar province. 


Giuliani buys NY Times ad, defending 
Gen. Petraeus, attacking Clinton 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Republican presidential candidate 
Rudy Giuliani criticized Democratic front-runner Hillary 
Rodham Clinton in a full-page ad in Friday’s New York Times, 
accusing her of attacking Iraq war commander Gen. David

Jewish High Holiday services 


at Kol Ha Emek in Redwood Valley 


Congregation Kol HaEmek (Voice of the Valley) is celebrat- 
ing the Jewish High Holidays at its shul, or place of worship, in 
Redwood Valley. The period of the High Holidays lasts for 
more than a week, beginning with Rosh HaShanah and con- 
cluding with Yom Kippur. The entire time is regarded as a pro- 
found opportunity for personal and communal reflection and 
renewal. 

Because the Hebrew calendar is based on the moon, not the 
sun, these holidays do not fall on the same dates each year. 
Rosh HaShanah, the Jewish New Year, began this year with an 
evening service on Wednesday, Sept. 12, and continued the fol- 
lowing day. The Kol HaEmek service is a combination of tra- 
ditional and contemporary prayers, songs, and readings, as well 
as the extraordinary sound produced by the blowing of the sho- 
far, or ram’s horn. 

The High Holiday cycle concludes with Yom Kippur, the 
Day of Atonement. The first Yom Kippur service, which 
includes performance of the beautiful music called Kol Nidre, 
will be held on the evening of Friday, Sept. 21. Celebration of 
Yom Kippur continues the following morning, Sept. 22, and 
concludes on that day with an afternoon service at which time 
deceased loved ones are remembered by the reading of their 
names (known in Hebrew as “yizkor”). Many observant Jews 
maintain a fast during this holiday; traditionally, Yom Kippur 
ends when three stars are visible in the night sky, and the fast- 
ing ends then, too.

Valley, next to Eagle Peak Middle School. For more informa-

All people of good faith are invited to attend, in particular 
those of Jewish background who are not presently members of 
Kol HaEmek.

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Churches recruiting Latin American 
clergy to better serve Hispanics

PHOENIX -- They’re in a 
new country, working a new 
job and living a new life, but 
for the Latin American immi- 
grants who come to the United 
States every year, going to 
church doesn’t have to be any 
different from worshipping 
back home. 

Churches across the nation 
are actively pursuing clergy 
from Honduras to Argentina 
to meet the demands of an 
ever-growing number of 
Hispanic parishioners. 

Some Roman Catholic dio- 
ceses send recruiters to Latin 
America to bring priests or 
seminarians to the United 
States. The Episcopal Church, 
through its Central and South 
American Province, has a 
direct connection to Latin 
Americans who want to serve 
here. And Southern Baptist 
churches rely on word of 
mouth to find Latin American 
ministers. 

The reasons go beyond 
merely finding someone to 
conduct Spanish-language 
services. Churches also want 
to connect with congregants 
on a cultural level, and Latin 
American clergy can tailor 
services to immigrants from 
specific countries. 

“I was an immigrant 
myself,” said Pastor Hector 
Llanes, a native of El 
Salvador who leads a Baptist 
church in Phoenix. “I have a 
great deal of sympathy for 
immigrants, and even though 
there are cultural differences 
between Mexicans, Central 
Americans and South 
Americans, there is a way in 
which we feel part of the same 


community. 
“We talk about the same 
things -- the customs, the 


food, soccer,” he added. “It’s 


vital, said Edwin Hernandez, 
program director of the Center 
for the Study of Latino 
Religion at the University of 
Notre Dame. 

“It’s about the nuances of 
cultural identity that immedi- 
ately create a bonding that can 
never be replicated by any- 
body else,” he said. “The cul- 
tural identification and bond- 
ing that occur when a person 
of the same background is 
leading them, serving them 
and overall providing spiritual 
leadership is a big draw, and it 
sustains people’s faith.”

German, and Irish immigrants 
were coming to the United 
States in the 19th and 20th 
centuries, for example, their 
Catholic priests followed 
them. 

That’s not happening any- 
more. Churches now need to 
actively seek out clergy and 
seminarians, said Bill 
D’Antonio, a retired sociolo- 
gist who has taught at the 
University of Connecticut and 
at The Catholic University of 
America. 

According to recent esti- 
mates by the Pew Forum on 
Religion and Public Life, in 
Washington, D.C., Hispanics 


Catholics and 6 percent of 
evangelical Protestants in the 
United States. 

The group predicts a con- 
tinued rapid growth of 
Hispanic Christians, 68 per- 
cent of whom are Roman 
Catholic and 15 percent of 
whom are born-again or evan- 
gelical Protestants. 

With the growth, coupled 
with a competition for congre- 
gants among Christian faiths, 
church leaders realize they 
can’t afford to fail to meet the 
needs of Hispanic believers. 

Veronica Raya, an immi- 
grant from Mexico City living 
in New York City, said she 
switched churches several 
years ago because she didn’t 
feel a cultural connection with 
her previous pastor, who was 
born in the United States and 
spoke Spanish as a second 
language. 

“Tt makes you feel more 
like you are in a strange coun- 
try and you cannot bring your 
own customs and worship like 
you’re used to,” she said. 

Raya said she now feels 
more fulfilled at St. Gregory 
the Great on the Upper West 
Side of Manhattan, where the 
priest is from the Dominican 
Republic. 

“They’re really reaching to 
your heart,” she said. “It’s 
more to our style, our culture 
than the American culture.” 

But some religious leaders 
warn against over-reliance on 
foreign clerics at a time when 
the ranks of U.S. priests are 
shrinking. 

Monsignor Edward Burns, 
executive director for voca- 
tions and priestly formation at 
the U.S. Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, said it’s 
important that young men 
attend American seminaries 
and get ordained in the United 
States.

Sweet land of liberty

Our cloistered 
president 


As an educator, I know that a sure way to 
stump many students, including some in grad- 
uate schools of journalism, is to ask for the 
five freedoms in the First Amendment. George 
W. Bush appears to need remedial education 
on freedom of speech, assembly and the right 
to air our grievances, including to the presi- 
dent. I have a copy of the Presidential 
Advance Manual that instructs staffers around 
the country to deter "potential demonstrators" 
from attending such events as "speeches, ral- 
lies, roundtable meetings and tours." (The 
manual was obtained by subpoena in an 
ACLU lawsuit.) 

On July 4, 2004, during a speech in 
Charleston, W. Va. the president assured us all: 
"On this Fourth of July, we confirm our love 
of freedom, the freedom for people to speak 
their minds. ... Free thought, free expression, 
that's what we believe." 

James Madison, the principal architect of 
the First Amendment, would have been very 
pleased. It's fair to say, however, that he would 
have been appalled at the Presidential 
Advance Manual dated October 2002, but 
still in effect. George W. Bush's July 4 speech 
omitted that: 

"All Presidential events must be ticketed or 
assessed by name list. This is the best method 
for preventing demonstrators," the manual 
instructs the advance team. But, in a reluctant 
nod to the First Amendment, the manual 
affords roisterers a token "protest area," 
preferably not in view of the event site or 
motorcade." (The president should not be dis- 
turbed while collecting and expressing his 
thoughts on our love of freedom.) This virtual 
"protest area" is to be arranged by the Secret 
Service in cooperation with local police. 

But what if someone who has read the First 
Amendment manages to get into a presidential 
event itself? The Advance Manual is prepared 
for this irreverent intrusion by dissenting citi- 
zens. It calls for "rally squads" -- volunteers 
using "large hand-held signs, banners (with 
favorable messages) "as presidential shields 
between the demonstrators and the main press 
platform. Madison didn't foresee presidential 
"shields" against free speeches. 

Should demonstrators be so disrespectful in 
the presence of their president to yell at him, 
"rally squads can begin and lead supportive 
chants to drown out the protestors." Suggested 
chants are: "USA! USA! USA!" 

This surely wasn't in the president's 
remarks in his July 4, 2002, celebration of 
"Free thought, free expression, that's what we 
believe." But the White House Advance 
Manual on curbing free thought and free 
expression actually advocates using "USA!" 
to block free speech. 

Can this be the message we want to send to 
the world about our democracy in action? The 
Advance Manual's answer to that impertinent 
question is to urge that when the president is 
speaking before "larger rallies," these "rally 


squads" -- including  "college/young 
Republican organizations, local athletic teams 
and fraternities/sororities" -- should get in 


front of the stage and "immediately in front of 
the main camera platform." Thereby the cam- 
eras will focus on truly right-thinking 
Americans instead of the rabble expressing 
themselves. 

The authors of this Advance Manual, not 
wanting their instructions on sheltering the 
president at public events to appear too 
Draconian, inserted a cautionary note: 

"If it is determined that the media will not 
see or hear the demonstrators and that they 
pose no potential disruption to the event, they 
can be ignored." 

And in boldface, there is this urgent com- 
mand: "remember: avoid physical contact 
with the demonstrators! Most often, the 
demonstrators want a physical confrontation. 
Do not fall into their trap! Also, do not do any- 
thing or say anything that might result in phys- 
ical harm to demonstrators. Before taking 
action, the Advance person must decide if the 
solution would cause more negative publicity 
than if the demonstrators were simply left 
alone." 

It is somewhat heartening that the White 
House recognizes that these official methods 
of revising the First Amendment might create 
"negative publicity.” 

But a recently settled lawsuit by the gov- 
ernment brought by two protesters who were 
handcuffed and arrested at the very July 4, 
2004, West Virginia speech by the president 
extolling our freedom to speak our minds has 
brought negative publicity. 

MEA CULPA: In a recent column. 
Questions for Republican presidential candi- 
dates, I mentioned "Leave No Marks," which 
documents inhuman CIA treatment during 
interrogations. I meant to cite the report as 
being created by Human Rights First and 
Physicians for Human Rights -- not Physicians 
for Social Responsibility.

Okay Mr. T. W. Kramer -- you got my 
attention with your Sunday 9/2 editorial 
on “Driving me crazy.” I know that’s your 
intention, and I’m biting. 

The time: June 26, 1943, to July 26, 
1943. I’m 12 years old, ready to bravely 
confront about 4 to 5 hours driving on a 
two-lane highway 101 north to 
Richardson’s Grove. My three sisters and 
I pile into the back seat of our Plymouth 
sedan, the trailer is hitched onto the back 
of the car, loaded up with enough stuff to 
create a month-long home under the red- 
woods. We sing “I am climbing Jacob’s 
ladder,” and other church youth songs, 
because this is what we know. No radio, 
ipods, or TV to distract us from a trip we 
take every year. Mom points out the beau- 
ty of the scenery -- she always had an eye 
for beauty. 

After the long, tedious trip, we are 
finally there, excited, enjoying the cool 
shade of the grove and are assigned a 
campsite in the grove itself. The trees are 
our friends and thick around us. The river 
has the most fantastic swimming hole and 
rocks for diving off you could imagine. 
Every evening has a campfire program 
highlighting talent from the campers from 
kitchen bands to skits and poetry recita- 
tions. After the campfire, we go to the 
dance floor and dance until 10 p.m., when 
the song “Good night, sweet dreams” 
drifts through the grove. We swim until 
our backs are black from the sun while 
our legs are white from being underwater. 
We go out alone on long hikes, pick 
huckleberries, play ping pong on our 
camp table and feel our souls filled with 
the ancient wisdom of the trees. 

If we, meaning all Americans, had 
known then what we know now, the 
forests would still be thick with conscious 
forestry practices, the Eel River would 
still have its wonderful swimming hole, 
instead of having it filled in with the 
stones washed down when the trees were 
felled. If we, as humans knew then what 
we know now, there would be fewer peo- 
ple, as the choices of conscious childbear- 
ing would have kept us from unchecked 
population growth that has now overrun 
the planet, using up unrenewable 
resources and turning productive growing 
areas into deserts. If we, as conscious 


people knew then what we do now, 
instead of allowing the automobile and oil 
companies to dictate their program to us, 
we would all be driving in energy effi- 
cient cars, and utilizing energy sources 
from wind, water, sun and magnetic 
forces. 

Frankly, I am glad that people who 
have the money to buy a Prius are making 
that choice and all the other choices that 
honor and preserve this beautiful on 
which we live. I am glad there are people 
who consciously choose to eat a healthy 
diet and keep their minds clear and are 
not being a drain on the medical system. 
If you call this behavior moral superiority, 
perhaps you are right. It will take moral 
superiority to help turn this very unbal- 
anced and self-destructive society around 
to one that accepts the inevitable need to 
be conscious and self-disciplined, and put 
the needs of the whole community on 
earth before self-indulgence and resisting 
waking up to our new reality. 

Ukiah always seemed like a fractured 
community when I was young. When we 
returned in ‘93, it still felt that way. 
However, in the past few years, as we 
have had to face some tough decisions as 
a community, there has been a movement 
towards overriding cliques and finding 
common ground with each other. This 
movement has many of those you make 
fun of in your article. Ridiculing others 
perpetuates division, so that finding the 
decisions we need to maintain a strong 
community becomes more difficult. We 
need all of us, conscious and uncon- 
scious, to create a place here which can 
nourish our children and grandchildren 
and where all people can feel valued.

Consumers shorted 


It's happened again. For the eighth time since it 
became clear that criminal market manipulation was 
behind the electricity crunch of 2000-2001, state agen- 
cies and utilities have reached a settlement giving 
nothing directly to the consumers who were robbed. 

This is totally consistent with the game played for 
years among state regulators, the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission, utility companies and the 
generating firms who stole between $6 billion and $9 
billion from California residents and businesses during 
the crisis. 

At the time, the focus was on blackouts. But it 
should have been on blackmail. For many power pro- 
ducers, unrestrained by FERC commissioners who 
ignored parts of their agency's very charter demanding 
they in rein greedy generators, forced California into 
electricity supply contracts at ultra-high prices which 
keep power bills sky high to this day. 

Immediately after the electricity supply shortage 
ended, then-Gov. Gray Davis claimed Californians had 
been cheated out of $9 billion by energy companies he 
called "out of state buccaneers." Most of them bought 
power plants in this state from utilities like PG&E 
Corp. and Southern California Edison Co. under the 
deregulation plan rammed through by ex-Gov. Pete 
Wilson in the late 1990s. 

So generating companies like Enron, Reliant 
Energy, Mirant Energy, Dynegy Corp., AES and the 
Williams Companies used power plants originally paid 
for by California consumers to rip off those same con- 
sumers. 

Thus far, about $6 billion in so-called rebates have 
been secured under settlements of lawsuits filed by 
former state Atty. Gen. Bill Lockyer, now the state 
treasurer. Almost none of those rebates were ordered 
by the federal commission, which blithely ignored the 
crimes of those it regulates, both when they were com- 
mitted and afterward. 

The real rub, though, is that virtually none of the 
"rebates" and "restitutions" have reached consumers 
and businesses who lost money during and after the 
crisis. Rather, they've taken the form of renegotiated 
long-term power contracts or cancellation of past debts 
owed to the generators by big utilities like Edison and 
PG&E. When Lockyer and FERC boasted that the set- 
tlements might lower future electricity rates, it came as 
cold comfort to customers still paying the bumped-up 
prices that started in 2001. 

Now it's déja vu all over again. The latest settle- 
ment, which might be one of the last, sees BP Energy, 
a unit of BP, formerly known as British Petroleum, 
paying back $18 million. No, this money also won't be 
finding its way to anyone you know. 

Rather, it will go into "an account to be designated 
by the California Department of Water Resources 
(DWR)." 

Come on, now. If customers are still paying inflated 
rates because of the type of criminality that led to sev- 
eral convictions plus this and the other settlements, 
why shouldn't they get the money when it comes back? 
In this case, it would mean about a paltry buck for 
most electricity users. Not much, but it would at least 
be symbolic. 

If Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger, the self-designated 
"people's governor" really wants to be what he calls 
himself, he'll order the DWR to immediately pass the 
new money through to electric customers. Fat chance. 
Schwarzenegger has never taken a single action that 
favors small business or consumers over big govern- 
ment and big business. Why expect the leopard to don 
new spots now? Won't happen. 

Meanwhile, there might be some other restitution 
out there waiting to be made. So far, FERC has avoid- 
ed ordering refunds on the super-high-priced contracts 
outfits like the Los Angeles Department of Water & 
Power, Sempra Energy, Dynegy and others foisted on 
the state in 2001. FERC's excuse: An announcement it 
made in October 2000 that electric companies might 
eventually have to make amends for their behavior did 
not mention the extorted 2001 contracts.. 

But the contracts didn't exist at the time of that 
announcement, so it could not have referred to them 
specifically, even as it warned against the type of price 
gouging the contracts exemplify. 

FERC's stance makes no sense. But then, neither 
did its actions during the electricity crunch. All of 
which means consumers should not hold their breath 
waiting for cash rebates, even though by all accepted 
legal standards, they should have come long ago. Of 
course, there is some new hope. FERC has just been 
ordered by an appeals court to review $1.3 billion 
worth of overcharge claims stemming from power pur- 
chased by California in the Pacific Northwest during 
the crunch. But don't bet on that going directly back to 
consumers, either. 

As long as the top officials in government don't 
compel such refunds, they won't come. And there is no 
sign that either Schwarzenegger or President Bush will 
soon defy the interests of either the governments they 
run or the big companies who finance their various 
campaigns.

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“You have to wonder why 
we would not want to support 
priestly vocations coming 
from our own parishes,” he 
said.

“The impact of fewer priests 
impacts them more than us.”

After local South Ukiah 
Rotarian, Brent Clausen had

Bowyer, Truex hope to improve status with successful Chase

LOUDON, N.H. — Clint 
Bowyer and Martin Truex Jr. 
have been under the radar all 
season, never mistaken for 
one of NASCAR’s superstars. 

But as first-time partici- 
pants in the Chase for the 
Nextel Cup championship, 
both have an opportunity to 
improve their status. Bowyer 
won the pole for Sunday’s 
Chase-opening race at New 
Hampshire International 
Speedway, while Treux quali- 
fied second. 

“It’s my time to show what 
we’ve got,” Bowyer said 
Friday. “If I can step up my 
game and run for a champi- 
onship, I think it moves you 
into the spotlight, into that 
elite group of drivers.” 

Bowyer and Truex are the 
new guys in the 12-man Chase 
field, and neither is listed 
among the favorites. They are 
hardly mentioned as long 
shots, and Las Vegas odds- 
makers put Truex’s title 
chances at 25-to-1, while 
Bowyer goes off at 30-to-1. 

With just one win between 
them, the two are largely 
unknown and often overshad- 
owed by their successful 
teammates. 

Despite two Busch Series 
titles, Truex is the quiet com- 
panion to Dale Earnhardt Jr., 
NASCAR’s most popular dri- 
ver. He was better on the track 
this season, and his first career 
victory — at Dover in June — 
pushed him into Chase con- 
tention. 

He never faltered, but got 
little attention for racking up 
10 top-10 finishes. Instead,

the focus was on Earnhardt’s 
impending departure from 
DEI, his rash of broken 
motors and his unsuccessful 
bid to make the Chase. 

Earnhardt said his buddy 
has emerged as the future of 
DEI, but his accomplishment 
has been unfairly overlooked. 

“He went out there and 
won at Dover and sort of 
stepped up to the plate and 
became that guy,” Earnhardt 
said. “I think that he wants to 
be that guy ... he’s raced 
underneath me for a couple 
years now and he answers all 
the questions about Dale Jr. 
and this, that and the other and 
he does it with patience. 

“I would have a hard time 
putting up with it all the time. 
I think it’s something that he’s 


really looking forward to, 
really getting out from behind 
that being at the forefront of 
the company.” 

Truex is the son of a racer, 
and had two choices growing 
up in New Jersey. He could 
join the family seafood com- 
pany business or pursue a 
career in racing. After trying 
both he worked on his 
father’s cars and served as a 
deckhand for Sea Watch Int. 
— he knew exactly which 
way he wanted to go. 

“He found out racing was a 
lot more fun,” Martin Truex 
Sr. said. 

So Truex started in modi- 
fieds on the short tracks near 
his home, moved into the 
Busch East Series and won 
five races from 2000 to 2003 


to earn a ride with DEI. 

His father said he knew 
what he was getting into when 
he signed up to be teammates 
with Earnhardt, but is capable 
of replacing him when Junior 
leaves for Hendrick 
Motorsports at the end of the 
season. 

“Martin has always been 
the one to sit back and do his 
job,” Truex Sr. said. “He was 
the No. 2 driver here, he rec- 
ognized that coming in. Now 
he’s the No. 1 driver, and he’ll 
step up.” 

Bowyer is still finding his 
spot at Richard Childress 
Racing, where he’s surround- 
ed by popular veteran Jeff 
Burton and cantankerous 
Kevin Harvick. His team- 
mates have such strong per- 


sonalities, Bowyer can often 
hide between them. 

“I am probably the ground 
wire that keeps them two 
together,” Bowyer said. 
“You’ve got the politician, the 
senator, and then you’ve got 
the wild one that you never 
know what’s going to happen. 
I think I am kind of the middle 
man.” 

He’s been a perfect fit at 
RCR, where he graduated to 
after dominating regional 
series. 

Bowyer won 18 races in 40 
modified starts in Kansas in 
2001, and moved into the 
NASCAR Weekly Racing 
Series Midwest the next sea- 
son. He won the champi- 
onship and earned some 
ARCA starts, where he caught 
Childress’ eye after leading 47 
laps and finishing second in 
his debut at Nashville. 

Childress called him short- 
ly after, and Bowyer thought 
he was the victim of a practi- 
cal joke when the car owner’s 
assistant got him on the 
phone. 

“I’m a practical joker and I 
like playing jokes on people, 
and I just thought it was some- 
body playing a joke on me,” 
Bowyer said. “I just about 
hung up, but she held me on 
there long enough and finally 
she put Richard on and I rec- 
ognized his voice right away.” 

He was in the Nextel Cup 
Series last season, and he 
racked up 12 top-10s while 
finishing 17th in the final 
standings. But both Burton 
and Harvick made the Chase, 
and the pressure was on for 
Bowyer to join his teammates 
in the championship hunt.

Woods takes lead at Championship

ATLANTA — A stunning 
six-hole stretch that Tiger 
Woods played in 7 under par 
gave him control of the Tour 
Championship on Friday. He 
followed that with nine holes 
of mediocrity, which gave 
everyone else a chance. 

Tearing apart a defenseless 
course at East Lake, Woods 
made five straight birdies and 
capped off his amazing run 
with a 70-foot eagle putt on 
the par-5 ninth hole to make 
the turn in 28. But he went 
five holes before his next 
birdie, and he had to settle for 
a 7-under 63 that gave him a 
three-shot lead over Woody 
Austin. 

Woods was at 13-under 
127, his best start to a tourna- 
ment since he was 15-under 
through 36 holes at Firestone 
in 2000, which he went on to 
win by 11 shots. 

At least at East Lake, he 
has some competition. 

Austin had his second 
straight 65 and will play in the 
final group with Woods, 
thankful he wasn’t too far 
behind. 

“He’s not hard to beat if 
you’re playing as well and 
you’re right there,” Austin 
said. “But if you let him get in 
front of you, like I said, he’s 
hard to catch.” 

Not hard to beat? 

Remember, it was Austin 
who suggested he outplayed 
Woods in the second round of 
the PGA Championship, the 
day Woods tied a major cham- 
pionship record with 63 and 
Austin shot 70. 

Austin went on to finish 
second at Southern Hills, and 
he’ ll get a chance to play with 
the world’s No. 1 player on 
Saturday in presumably sunny 
conditions. Woods and 19 
other players had to return 
Friday morning to complete 
the first round, and he wound 
up play 25 holes and finishing 
in time to beat the rumble of 
thunder. 

Woods’ string of birdies, 
which included a bunker shot 
he holed from 60 feet on No. 
5, filled East Lake with plenty 
of electricity. 

But it might have taken all 
the drama out of the FedEx 
Cup finale. 

Woods is atop the playoff 
standings, a victory would 
give him the cup and the $10 
million prize. Steve Stricker, 
who needs to win to capture 
the cup, shot 67 and was nine 
shots behind. 

Phil Mickelson, who can 
only claim the FedEx Cup if 
he wins the Tour 
Championship and Woods fin- 
ishes worse than second, was 
seven shots behind after a 66. 

Only a half-dozen players 
were within five shots of 
Woods, not a good sign con- 
sidering Woods hasn’t lost a 
36-hole lead in three years. 

Tim Clark followed his 
record-tying 62 at East Lake 
with a 69 and in the group at 
9-under 131 that included 
defending champion Adam 
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Tiger Woods was on pace to shoot a 59 before losing 
momentum at the PGA Championship. Woods takes a 
three-shot lead into the final round of the tournament. 


Scott (66) and Mark 
Calcavecchia (66). K.J. Choi, 
still mathematically alive for 
the FedEx Cup, had a 65 and 
moved to 8-under 132 along 
with Sergio Garcia (64). 

Calcavecchia was atop the 
leaderboard at 9 under with a 
birdie on the 11th hole when 
he started hearing big roars on 
the other side of the golf 
course, and the video board 
kept showing Woods stretch- 
ing the lead. 

And what did he think 
about the 28 on the front? 

“I was trying to figure out 
which holes he parred, actual- 
ly,” Calcavecchia said. “First 
three? He got off to a bad 
start. He could be in a slump. 
I noticed he made a bogey. I 
think he’s losing it now.” 

Woods did open with three 
pars, but his approach into 10 
feet for birdie on No. 4 
changed everything. 

From the front left bunker 
on No. 5, 60 feet from a hole 
he couldn’t see, Woods’ blast- 
ed out and the ball bounced 
three times before dropping 
into the cup for birdie. The 
next three birdies were a prod- 
uct of good shots to soft 
greens, the ball making a 
“SPLAT” each time it landed. 

And then the hole got in the 
way again. 

He reached the 609-yard 
ninth hole in two, still 70 feet 
from the cup, and hammered 
the eagle putt. When it banged 
into the back of the cup, all 
Woods could do was cover his 
eyes as if to apologize. 

“Pure luck,” Woods said. 
“If you could have been right 
behind the golf ball and see 
how that thing was bouncing 
all over the place, it was actu- 
ally quite funny.” 

Stricker played a solid front 
nine and felt outclassed. 

“I played pretty good,” he 
said. “I was 2 under and I’m 5 
down. You just start thinking, 
"Jeepers, what just hap- 
pened?’ He’s got a lot of 
offense, if you know what I 
mean. You’re just waiting for 
that run of holes, and then he 
takes off.” 

Stricker told caddie Tom 


Mitchell on the 10th tee that 
they might be witness to a 59, 
only it never crossed Woods’ 
mind. He didn’t even know he 
had shot a 28 on the front until 
he signed his card. 

“You just play shot for 
shot,” Woods said. “You place 
the golf ball and you don’t 
worry about anything else. I 
didn’t know I shot 7 under on 
the front nine. I don’t know if 
it’s a zone or not. I just felt 
that the rhythm was good.” 

The swing was pretty good, 
too. 

Those thinking about a 59 
must have given up when 
Woods made par on the 10th 
and 11th, and hit the slope of a 
bunker on his approach from 
the rough on No. 12, leading 
to a bogey. He finished with 
an 18-foot birdie that gave 
him a three-shot cushion over 
Austin. 

Woods has never lost a 
PGA Tour event when leading 
by more than one shot going 
into the final round, although 
he still has one more round for 
that streak to be activated. 

He is 29-6 with a 36-hole 
lead, last losing from that 
position at the 2004 Byron 
Nelson. 

The way he was going, the 
Tour Championship could 
have effectively ended before 
the weekend. 

“Luckily for all of us, he 
kind of slowed down a little 
bit and kept a tournament of 
it,” Scott said.

Simpson says he went into a 
casino hotel room only to 
retrieve memorabilia that he 
felt was stolen from him. But 
police are investigating it as 
an armed robbery and named 
the fallen football star as a 
suspect Friday in yet another 
surprising chapter to his legal 
saga. 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press, Simpson 
insisted there were no guns 
involved and that he went to 
the room at the Palace Station 
casino only to get stolen 
mementos that included his 
Hall of Fame certificate and a 
picture of the running back 
with J. Edgar Hoover. 

“It’s stolen stuff that’s 
mine. Nobody was roughed 
up,” Simpson told the AP. 

Las Vegas Metro Police 
Capt. James Dillon said the 
confrontation was reported as 
an armed robbery involving 
guns. 

But he said no weapons had 
been recovered and stressed 
that the investigation was in 
its “infancy.” 

Simpson was questioned by 
police immediately after the 
incident Thursday night, and a 
formal interview was being 
arranged, Dillon said. No 
charges had been filed and no 
one was in custody. 

Simpson said auction house 
owner Tom Riccio called him 
several weeks ago to say some 
collectors “have a lot of your 
stuff and they don’t want any- 
one to know they are selling 
it.” 

Simpson, who was in Las 
Vegas for a friend’s wedding, 
said he arranged to meet 
Riccio at the hotel. Riccio had 
set up a meeting with collec- 
tors under the guise that he 
had a private collector inter- 
ested in buying Simpson’s 
items. 

“We walked into the 
room,” Simpson said in the 
telephone interview. “I’m the 
last one to go in and when 
they see me, it’s all ’Oh 
God.” 


Simpson said he was 
accompanied by several men 
he met at a wedding cocktail 
party, and they took the col- 
lectibles. 

Simpson said he wasn’t 
sure where the items were 
taken. 

Dillon said some of the 
items had been recovered. He 
did not specify which col- 
lectibles were located. 

A message left for Riccio 
was not immediately returned. 

Police spokesman Jose 
Montoya said when officers 
talked to Simpson, he “made 
the comment that he believed 
the memorabilia was his. 
We’re getting conflicting sto- 
ries from the two sides.” 

One of the collectors in the 
room was Alfred Beardsley, a 
real estate agent and longtime 
collector of Simpson memora- 
bilia, some of which he has 
been ordered to turn over as 
part of the Goldman ’s lawsuit. 

‘Tm OK. I’m shaken up,” 
Beardsley told the AP by 
phone, but wouldn’t comment 
further, citing the police 
investigation. 

Bruce Fromong, a collector 
who testified at Simpson’s 
civil trial, said he was in the 
room when Simpson barged in 
with other men. 

“Him and some of his guys 
come busting through the 
door,” Fromong told the 
celebrity gossip site 
TMZ.com. “They came in 
with guns, hollering and 
screaming.” 

Fromong, who reportedly 
tried to sell the suit Simpson 
wore when he was acquitted 
of murder, described him as a 
former close friend and said 
he couldn’t explain the behav- 
ior. 

“O.J.’s in enough trouble. 
For him to come and do this 
kind of thing, I don’t know 
what’s wrong with O.J. This is 
stupidity.” 

Simpson is considered a 
suspect in the case, Montoya 
said. He was released after he 
and several associates were 
questioned, and he remained 
in Las Vegas. 

“We don’t believe he’s 
going anywhere,” Montoya

said. 

The Las Vegas district 
attorney’s office will decide 
whether to pursue charges in 
the casino case. 

The Heisman Trophy win- 
ner, ex-NFL star and actor 
lives near Miami and has been 
a tabloid staple since his ex- 
wife, Nicole Brown Simpson, 
and her friend Ron Goldman 
were killed in 1994. Simpson 
was acquitted of murder 
charges, but a jury later held 
him liable for the killings in a 
wrongful death lawsuit. 

Simpson has had to auction 
off his sports collectibles, 
including his Heisman 
Trophy, to pay some of the 
$33.5 million judgment 
awarded in the civil trial. 

On Thursday, the Goldman 
family published a book about 
the killings that Simpson had 
written under the title, “If I 
Did It,” about how he would 
have committed the crime had 
he actually done it. After a 
deal for Simpson to publish it 
fell through, a federal bank- 
ruptcy judge awarded the 
book’s rights to the Goldman 
family, who retitled it “If I 
Did It: The Confessions of the 
Killer.” 

Fred Goldman, Ron’s 
Goldman’s father, said he was 
stunned by the news from Las 
Vegas. 

“Pm overwhelmed and 
amazed,” Fred Goldman told 
the AP. “If it turns out as it is 
currently being played, I think 
this shows more of who he is. 
He is proving over and over 
and over again that he thinks 
he can do anything and get 
away with it.” 

Goldman’s lawyer, David 
Cook, said he would seek a 
court order on Tuesday to get 
whatever items Simpson took 
in Las Vegas. 

The Palace Station, an 
aging property just west of the 
Las Vegas Strip, is one of sev- 
eral Station Casinos-owned 
resorts that cater to locals. The 
1,000-room hotel-casino, with 
a 21-story tower and adjacent 
buildings, opened in 1976. 

A company spokeswoman 
did not immediately return a 
call for comment. 
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Stanford looks to avenge last 
season’s collapse and beat SJSU

STANFORD — Stanford’s 
season spun out of control 
after the second game last 
year when the Cardinal blew a 
20-point lead to San Jose 
State, losing to their Bay Area 
rival. 

Seven straight lopsided 
losses followed and the 
Cardinal went on to set a 
school record for losses in a 1- 
11 season that cost Walt 
Harris his job and brought Jim 
Harbaugh in as the school’s 
new coach. 

That 35-34 comeback vic- 
tory by San Jose State had the 
opposite effect on the 
Spartans, who went on to win 
eight more times, including a 
bowl game, to equal their win 
total from the previous three 
years. 

When the teams meet again 
Saturday night at Stanford 
Stadium, both will be looking 
for their first win and some 
momentum to carry over to 
the rest of the season. 

“I told our the players that 
if they go up to Stanford 
thinking they’re going to see 
the same team they saw last 
year, they’re not going to be 
there,” Spartans coach Dick 
Tomey said. “I think Jim and 
his staff and the players have 
done a great job changing the 
program in terms of the way 
they play and compete at a 
high level. They’re much 
tougher, much more physical 
than they were a year ago. I 
think this is a huge test for 
us.” 

The Spartans (0-2) opened 
the season with a 45-3 road 
loss to another Pac-10 team, 
Arizona State, and a 34-14 
loss at Kansas State. 

Stanford has played only 
once, losing 45-17 at home to 
No. 11 UCLA for their 14th 
loss in 15 games before get- 
ting a week off to regroup. 

The game also gives the 
Cardinal possibly their best 
shot to win their first game in 
renovated Stanford Stadium. 
In six games here, the

took over as Stanford’s head football coach after Walt 
Harris lost his job after a 1-11 season. 


Cardinal have been outscores 
210-50 and never held a lead 
after the first quarter. 

“It’s been a long time since 
we've won a ballgame,” 
Harbaugh said. “We desper- 
ately want to win, and we’re 
fighting for that first win in 
this stadium.” 

The game has special 
meaning for the two starting 
quarterbacks, who grew 
watching games at Stanford. 

T.C. Ostrander, who was 
born at Stanford Medical 
Center, began the season as 
the starter for the first time 
and went 27-for-59 for 331 
yards — all career highs — 
and two touchdowns against 
UCLA. 

Adam Tafralis, who ran for 
one score and threw for anoth- 
er in last year’s home win, is 
excited to see the renovated 
stadium in person after watch- 
ing so many games at the old 
stadium. 

“T can’t wait,” he said. “I 
still haven’t been inside there 
but hear it’s nice. My best 
friend growing up had season 
tickets to Stanford. Pretty 
much in all four years of high 
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school I went to every home 
game there was. Beating them 
last year was great. Beating 
them this would be even bet- 
ter.” 

Tomey thinks Stanford has 
an advantage because it is 
coming off a bye week. The 
focus for the Cardinal during 
their time off was shoring up a 
defense that allowed 624 total 
yards in the opener — the sev- 
enth highest total in school 
history. 

“Its not necessarily that 
we’re a bad tackling team, we 
just had a bad tackling game,” 
safety Bo McNally said. 

The game was been named 
“The Bill Walsh Legacy 
Game” in honor of the innov- 
ative coach who had stints in 
charge of Stanford and attend- 
ed San Jose State. There will 
be a pregame moment of 
silence and video tribute, as 
well as a halftime ceremony to 
honor Walsh, who died this 
summer after a long battle 
with cancer. 

Both teams will also wear 
patches with “BW” on their 
jerseys.

“Students of high 
school age are exempt from 
this rule.” 

Ukiah High School fresh- 
man Troy Christensen said a 
UUSD bus driver told as 
many as 27 students to get off 
bus D25, some miles from 
their homes, Sept. 5 because 
she perceived a small group 
as being too rowdy. 

The policy outlined in the 
manual appears to fly in the 
face of what parents were told 
regarding the rights of high 
school students to be dropped 
off at any district school bus 
stop without notifying par- 
ents. 

“A bus driver shall not 
require any pupil to leave the 
bus enroute between home 
and school or other destina- 
tions,” stated a portion of a 
document titled “A Guide to 
Student Responsibility While 
Riding School Buses.” 

According to the letter, the 
section in question quoted 
Section 14103 of the 
California Code of 
Regulations Title 5. 

The document also out- 
lines the culpability of the 
district’s bus drivers in regard 
to riders’ safety. 

“Pupils transported in a 
school bus shall be under the 
authority of, and responsible 
directly to, the driver of the 
bus, and the driver shall be 
held responsible for the order- 
ly conduct of the pupils while 
they are on the bus or being 
escorted across a street, high- 
way or road,” states the com- 
ponent of the document titled 
“Authority of Bus Driver,” 
which also quotes the law. 

The document was to be 
signed and returned at the 
start of the school year by par- 
ents of UUSD students who 
were scheduled to ride the 
district’s buses. 

Christensen’s father, 
Milton Kleim, said it was 
only after he brought his con- 
cerns about the incident to 
Holly Seele, of the district’s 
transportation office, that they 
were informed of the driver’s 
directive. 

“Holly said something 
after the fact, but we weren’t 
aware of it beforehand,” he 
said. 

Steve Turner, director of 
maintenance, said the rule had 
been in place for years and 
was nothing new. 

“Our driver’s manual says 
student who are of high 
school age can be let off at 
any bus stop,” he said. 
“That’s the way it’s been for a 
long, long time.” 

Nowhere in the aforemen- 
tioned law the district quoted 
in its statement to parents 
does it state that high school- 
aged students are exempt. It 
also does not mention disci- 
plinary roadside expulsion as 
being an acceptable practice.

Third fatal crash Friday at Reno Air Races

RENO, Nev. — Two airplanes collided in the air 
Friday at the Reno National Championship Air 
Races, killing one pilot and injuring another in the 
third fatal crash there in four days. 

Five-time defending champion Gary Hubler, 51, 
Caldwell, Idaho, was killed in the crash shortly after 
9:30 a.m. at the Stead Airport just north of Reno, 
race officials said. 

It marked the 18th fatality in the 44-year history 
of the air races. It also prompted the suspension of 
the competition the rest of Friday, but race officials 
said it would resume Saturday as scheduled. 

The pilot of the other plane involved in the acci- 
dent, Jason Somes of Simi Valley, was taken to 


Renown Regional Medical Center with non-life 
threatening injuries. A friend said he was being treat- 
ed for an eye injury. 

Hubler’s plane apparently clipped the back of 
Somes’ plane before crashing. Somes was able to 
land his damaged aircraft, race officials said. 

“They just clipped wings barely,” said Carter Fox, 
who witnessed the crash. “One immediately went 
down to the ground.” 

Two judges on the ground also suffered minor 
injuries from flying debris. One refused medical 
attention and the other was treated at the scene. 

Students on a field trip from seven elementary 
schools were among the fans at the races when the 
crash occurred. Washoe County School District 


spokesman Steve Mulvenon said counselors were 
being made available to talk to children who wit- 
nessed the tragedy. 

The races are like a car race in the sky, following 
an oval path over the airport runway and around 
pylon markers at various distances and sometimes 
within a few hundred feet of the ground. 

Competing in the Formula One class, Hubler was 
flying a Cassutt II M single-seat plane named 
“Mariah,” which is designed for pylon racing and 
aerial acrobatics. 

Hubler started competing in the Reno races in 
1984. During Thursday’s first heat, he reached a top 
speed of 259 mph, according to the air races’ Web 
site.

“Now he’s making a big deal about, you guessed 
it, pulling out 30,000 troops,” the ad states. “So next 
year, there will still be 130,000 troops stuck in Iraq. 
George Bush. A betrayal of trust.” 


Teen bride describes ‘immense 
pressure’ of wedding day at 
polygamist leader’s trial 


ST. GEORGE, Utah (AP) — A former follower of 
a polygamous-sect leader sobbed on the witness 
stand Friday as she described the terror and despair 
she felt on the eve of her wedding at age 14. “I kept 
thinking I felt like I was getting ready for death,” she 
testified on the second day of the trial of Warren 
Jeffs, leader of the Fundamentalist Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints. 

Jeffs is charged with two felony counts of rape as 
an accomplice. Prosecutors contend he used his reli- 
gious authority to coerce the ceremonial marriage 
and pressure the teen bride to have sex with her 19- 
year-old cousin against her objections. 

In her testimony Friday, the woman, now 21, said 
she was shocked when she learned she had been 
selected for the marriage by Rulon Jeffs, Warren 
Jeffs’ father, the church prophet at the time who is 
now dead. The woman said she pleaded with Rulon 
Jeffs to delay the marriage until she turned 16 or to 
be given to another man. 

Her efforts to avoid the union failed, said the 
woman, who is not being identified by The 
Associated Press because she is alleging sexual 
assault. She testified that Warren Jeffs told her: 
“Your heart is in the wrong place; this is what the 
prophet wants you to do.” 

“T felt betrayed by the people I trusted most ... my 
father, and Warren because he completely over- 
looked the fact that this was something I didn’t want 
to do and was unwilling to do,” the woman testified. 


Defense and DHS can’t pass 
audits, aren’t meeting basic 
accounting standards 


UNDATED (AP) — Ten years after Congress 
ordered federal agencies to have outside auditors 
review their books, neither the Defense Department 
nor the newer Department of Homeland Security has 
met even basic accounting requirements, leaving 
them vulnerable to waste, fraud and abuse. 

An Associated Press review shows that the two 
departments’ financial records are so disorganized 
and inconsistent that they have repeatedly earned 
“disclaimer” opinions, meaning that they simply 
cannot be fully audited. “It means we really can’t put 
any faith in the numbers they use,” said Ross 
Rubenstein, who teaches public administration at 
Syracuse University’s Maxwell School. 

The Federal Financial Management Improvement 
Act of 1996 requires, among other things, that the 
financial systems of major federal agencies “comply 
substantially” with generally accepted accounting 
standards. Each year, those agencies are required to 
release results of outside audits. 

The AP review of financial statements from the 
federal government’s 15 executive departments 
shows that most pass their audits, although many 
agencies — including NASA, the Coast Guard and 
FEMA — have been frequently cited for serious 
accounting errors. 

The entire Homeland Security Department, with a 
$35 billion budget this fiscal year, passed its first 
audit in 2003 with strong stipulations, but has failed 
every one since. 


Scientists oversee creation of 
DNA ‘barcodes’ database of 
Earth’s 1.8 million known species 


WASHINGTON (AP) — To help shoppers avoid 
mislabeled toxic pufferfish and pilots steer clear of 
birds, federal agencies are starting to tap into an 
ambitious project that is gathering DNA “barcodes” 
for the Earth’s 1.8 million known species. 

A consortium of scientists from almost 50 nations 
is overseeing the building of a global database made 
from tiny pieces of genetic material. Called DNA 
barcoding, the process takes a scientist only a few 
hours in a lab and about $2 to identify a species from 
a tissue sample or other piece of genetic material. 

David Schindel, a Smithsonian Institution paleon- 
tologist and executive secretary of the Consortium 
for the Barcode of Life, said the purpose is to create 
a global reference library — “a kind of telephone 
directory for all species.” 

“Tf I know that gene sequence, I can submit it as 
a query to a database and get back the telephone 
number,” he said. “I can get back the species name.” 

The government’s interest in the project stems 
from a variety of possible uses. 
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McCready gets 1 year in prison 
on probation violation; singer 
was charged in domestic dispute 


FRANKLIN, Tenn. (AP) — Mindy McCready 
was sentenced Friday to a year in prison on a proba- 
tion violation after being charged in a domestic dis- 
pute in Florida. The 31-year-old country singer has 
been in jail since July, when she returned to 
Nashville after being accused of scratching her 
mother in a scuffle and resisting sheriff’s deputies in 
her hometown of Fort Myers. 

McCready received a suspended three-year sen- 
tence in 2004 for fraudulently obtaining prescription 
painkillers. The singer sobbed as she asked for 
leniency from Circuit Judge Jeff Bivins. “Your 
honor, I can honestly tell you this: This has been the 
longest two months of my life ... not being able to 
hold my son ... has been excruciatingly painful.” 

“I could only say I’m sorry,” she said. “Please 
give me a chance to make things as right as they can 
possibly be.” 


Stocks post quiet end to strong 
week ahead of Fed meeting; 
Dow has best week since April 


NEW YORK (AP) — Wall Street finished a 
strong week little changed Friday after investors 
looked past weaker-than-expected economic read- 
ings and focused on the ramifications of the Federal 
Reserve’s decision on interest rates next week. 

Stocks initially fell sharply Friday following a 
government report that August retail sales excluding 
automobiles declined precipitously. The report sug- 
gested consumers held off spending in the face of 
turmoil in the financial markets, an unwelcome 
development that some on Wall Street are hoping 
could be reversed by a rate cut. Some investors 
regarded the readings as supporting the case for a 
rate cut when Fed policy makers meet Tuesday. 

“Emotions are running fairly high,” said Robert 
Schaeffer, vice president at Becker Capital 
Management Inc. in Portland, Ore. “I think you’re 
seeing a lot of normal gyrations in anticipation of 
whatever the Fed does. They’re looking at the eco- 
nomic data and trying to cypher out of that how 
that’s going to impact the Fed’s decision next week,” 
he said of investors. 

Friday’s session began with unease over the Bank 
of England’s decision to grant emergency funding to 
lender Northern Rock PLC, which was facing a pos- 
sible liquidity crisis. The need for the bailout 
unearthed fresh concerns about the fallout from 
tightness in the credit markets. 

According to preliminary calculations, the Dow 
Jones industrial average rose 17.64, or 0.13 percent, 
to 13,442.52, giving the blue chip index an advance 
of 2.5 percent for the week — its best showing since

“Getting Through the Holidays” is the theme of a gathering 
for those who could use help facing Thanksgiving, Christmas, 
Chanukah, New Years, anniversaries, birthdays and other holi- 
days after the loss of someone dear to them. Sponsored by 
Hospice of Ukiah and open to the public without charge, this 2- 
hour meeting will convene on Nov. 5 from 7 to 9 p.m. at the 
Hospice of Ukiah office at 620 S. Dora, Suite 101. Tools and 
suggestions will be shared for how to lessen anticipated pain 
and use the holiday as a time for healing. 

People are welcome to come to this evening as a one-time 
event or as the first session in a series of seven weekly meetings 
of a new Grief Recovery Support Group starting Nov. 5 and 
running through Dec. 17. The group will meet on successive 
Monday evenings from 7 to 9 p.m. at the Hospice of Ukiah 
office at 620 S. Dora Street., Suite 101. 

The series is open to any adult who is grieving a death. This 
is an opportunity to express feelings of loss in a safe atmosphere 
and to learn information and techniques for moving through the 
bereavement process.

Each week focuses on different aspects of the grieving 
process, and includes helpful written handouts to take home as 
well as suggested exercises to work on during the week.

Sept. 4 through 17 closed Monday, Thursday and Friday. 

The program is sponsored by the Mendocino Solid Waste 
Management Authority. A grant from the California Integrated

The free tire amnesty program will help households clean up 
accumulations of used tires, and lessen the illegal dumping of 
tires along roadsides.
